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Cops confirm 15 football 
abuse cases being probed

POLICE this week confirmed it is 
investigating six reports of historic 
sex abuse cases in Kent football. 

It follows the high profile 
revelations by former footballers 
last year into claims they had been 
abused at clubs elsewhere in the 
country, prompting a flurry of 
reports nationwide. 

A Kent Police spokesman said: 
“Operation Hydrant launched the 
co-ordination service for reports of 
non-recent football-related child 
sexual abuse in November 2016. 

“Since then, Kent Police has 
received 28 reports of child abuse 
in football. Fifteen of these reports 
concerned non-recent offences 
committed in Kent, of which six 
remain the subject of on-going 
investigation by another force.” 

The Metropolitcan Police are 
co-ordinating the investigation. 

Detective chief superintendent, 
Ivan Balhatchet, of its sexual 
offences, exploitation and child 
abuse command, said: “Whilst the 
vast majority of the allegations 
relate to sexual abuse, some of 
them are physical abuse. Allega¬ 
tions are connected with individu¬ 
als at 77 named clubs or teams 


across the nation. The breakdown 
of those clubs is: Five in the 
Premier League, three against 
Championship clubs, three against 
clubs in Leagues One and Two, and 
66 other named clubs which would 
include non-league or non-profes¬ 
sional or amateur teams. 

“We will not be giving a commen¬ 
tary as this investigation develops 
and are not discussing the names of 
the clubs involved, or number of 
allegations against each club.” 


A statement from the Kent 
Football Association, said: “We 
are currently working with the 
independent review into child 
sex abuse allegations in football. 
Kent FA acknowledges its responsi¬ 
bility to safeguard the welfare of 
children and young people and 
is committed to working to 
provide a safe environment for all 
members.” 

An NSPCC spokesperson said: “It’s 
clear that for far too long, too many 


people who suffered abuse as 
youngsters in the game have not 
been able to speak up, but it is 
encouraging that so many are 
finally finding their voice in a 
climate today where they know 
they will be listened to and sup¬ 
ported. 

“What’s important now is that 
those victims get that much-need¬ 
ed support, and that perpetrators 
are identified and brought to 
justice by police.”

Hospitals avoid falling 
victim to cyber-attacks 
on NHS computers 


ALL of Kent’s hospitals and health 
organisations escaped the chaos 
caused by the cyber-attack on the 
NHS last weekend. 

Patients were able to use services 
as normal after all of the trusts 
behind our hospitals and health 
centres avoided a so-called ran- 
somware attack on the NHS. 

The virus swept across the NHS last 
Friday, holding computers to ransom 
for $300 worth of online currency 
Bitcoin, threatening to delete files if 
the payment was not made. 

Concerns were raised more NHS 
services could be affected on 
Monday, but Kent’s hospital trusts 
confirmed they had not been 
targeted in the scam, thought to 
have accessed computers via email. 

East Kent Hospitals University 
Foundation Trust, which runs five 
hospitals in the county including the 
William Harvey in Ashford, OEQM in 
Margate and the Kent and Canter¬ 
bury hospitals, confirmed it had 
avoided an attack said: “East Kent 


hospitals were unaffected by the 
cyber attack. All services are 
operating as normal.” 

Dartford and Gravesham NHS 
Trust, which runs Darent Valley 
Hospital, added: “Our IT teams were 
in over the weekend making sure our 
systems were robust enough to 
protect against a possible infection, 
and our firewall was up to date to 
prevent such a problem.” 

Liz Capp-Gray, acting director of 
health informatics at the Medway 
Foundation Trust, which runs 
Gillingham’s Medway Maritime said: 
“I can confirm that we have not, so 
far, been directly targeted by the 
WannaCry ransomware attack. 

“Our pro-active routine mainte¬ 
nance and planned security and 
anti-virus update programme, 
coupled with the county-wide 
Internet Security Filter has protected 
us. Work is ongoing to ensure that 
this remains the case and we are 
continuing to monitor the situation 
closely.” 


THE boyfriend of a pregnant 
woman crushed to death in a 
scooter accident in Thailand has 
been charged with causing death 
by reckless driving.

Injunction filed against 
controversial millionaire 
landlord over race claims

LEGAL action has begun against 
millionaire propety tycoon Fergus 
Wilson, who banned Indian and Pa¬ 
kistani tenants from renting his 
properties because he claimed they 
left homes smelling of curry. 

The Equality and Human Rights 
Commission (EHRC) said it has ap¬ 
plied for an injunction at Central 
London County Court against the 
landlord, who lives in Boughton 
Monchelsea, over his controversial 
lettings policy. 

Speaking to KoS earlier this year, 
Mr Wilson, who failed in a bid to run 
for the role of Kent’s police and crime 
commissioner, insisted his motiva¬ 
tion in enforcing the ban was to avoid 
financial risk, after spending thou¬ 
sands of pounds removing the smell 
of curry from one of his properties. 

He said at the time, denying claims 
of racism: “Yes, I accept not every indi¬ 
vidual coloured person likes and eats 
curry but I think a high proportion do

and I had to go on probabilities.” 

EHRC chief executive Rebecca 
Hilsenrath said: “We have asked the 
court if it agrees with us that Mr 
Wilson’s lettings policy contains un¬ 
lawful criteria and, if so, to issue an 


injunction. As this is now formal le¬ 
gal action we will release further in¬ 
formation at a later date.” 

Mr Wilson, long regarded as Brit¬ 
ain’s biggest buy-to-let investor with 
hundreds of properties in Kent, said: 
“Like any business we are consist¬ 
ently fine-tuning to best advantage.” 

Defending his latest lettings crite¬ 
ria, he said: “I am merely taking eco¬ 
nomic steps to ensure that we do not 
end up with people who are unable 
to pay their rent.” 

He added: “Given that I have not 
had any Indian or Pakistani person 
apply for a house during the past five 
years, I am not sure what the EHRC 
seeks to achieve.” 

His banned list also included sin¬ 
gle parents, “battered wives”, zero- 
hours workers, plumbers, pet own¬ 
ers and people with the surname 
Wilson. 

Advocacy group Hope Not Hate 
has described Mr Wilson as “the un¬ 
acceptable face of the housing crisis” 
and compared him to racist bigot Alf 
Garnett from BBC sitcom Till Death 
Us Do Part.

Prolific burglary duo 
sentenced to prison 

TWO burglars who spent the winter raiding 
homes in Sevenoaks, Swanley Edenbridge, 
Ightham, Bromley Surrey and Walthamstow for 
cash, jewellery and phones have been jailed. 

Garry Ponder, 47, no fixed address and 
25-year-old Thomas Webber, formerly from 
Coventry, went on a burlgary spree between 
November 2016 to January. 

Ponder pleaded guilty to seven charges of 
burglary and was sentenced to five years and 
three months imprisonment. Webber admitted six 
burglary charges and a charge of theft and was 
sentenced to four years and six months prison at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

Det const Andy Julier said: “Ponder and 
Webber targeted homes often located in isolated 
areas, stealing possessions worth in excess of 
£150,000. Their crimes have caused a huge 
amount of anguish and distress to victims. Both 
men will be now be subject to investigations 
under the proceeds of crime act.” 


Uni masterplan takes 
another step forward 

THE University of Kent’s masterplan for its Canterbury 
campus has moved a step closer with publication of a 
key report. 

The document outlines feedback received during 
an extensive consultation on the plans with neigh¬ 
bours, partners and stakeholders in the city. 

A series of stages now commence, which the 
university says will include further consultation and 
opportunities for comment before a complete 
framework masterplan is published. 

In 2016, the university published a concept 
masterplan that contained ideas on how best to 
develop the Canterbury campus over the next 30-50 
years. 

A spokesman said: ‘ “The university is grateful to all 
those who took the time to participate in this process, 
which included presentations to a number of local 
organisations and groups as well as public exhibitions, 
a leaflet drop to residents and information online.’ ’ 

The report details how the consultation was 
conducted and summarises points raised. 


Polling cards printed 
with wrong name 

THOUSANDS of polling cards had to be redeliv¬ 
ered to residents in Thanet this week after a 
printing blunder saw them printed with the wrong 
constituency name. 

Some 11,500 cards were issued to homes in the 
villages near Dover earlier this month but “a 
clerical error” stated they were in the Thanet 
North, rather than South Thanet constituency. 

South Thanet includes areas across both Thanet 
and Dover councils areas. 

Thanet District Council has apologised for the 
mistake and is issuing a revised poll card with a 
letter to each household over the coming days. 

“This does not affect residents right to vote and 
the rest of the information contained on the poll 
card, including the location of their polling 
station, was all correct,” a spokesperson said. 

Voters in the district take to the polls on June 8 
to elect members of parliament for the two 
districts, with Conservatives Sir Roger Gale and 
Craig Mackinlay both looking to defend their seats. 
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Village rules out court fight 
against Thames crossing plan

VILLAGERS set to be most affected by the 
building of the Lower Thames Crossing say 
they will not be mounting a legal challenge 
to the decision. 

Last month, the government finally con¬ 
firmed what most were expecting, when it 
revealed it would be building the tunnel un¬ 
der the Thames east of Gravesend. 

It will see new roads built cutting through 
swathes of the Gravesham countryside in a 
bid to ease traffic flows at the notorious Dart- 
ford Crossing. 

Shorne Parish Council, one of the commu¬ 
nities to be hit, confirmed it had sought legal 
opinion from a barrister over the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport’s controversial an¬ 
nouncement. 

However, the council was told there were 
“insufficient legal grounds” for a successful 
challenge against the consultation process, 
and that a challenge on the decision itself 
would be “doubtful”. 

As a result, it has decided not to embark on 
a legal challenge itself but insisted it may still 
provide evidence and support for any other 
challenge which may be mounted, with “a 
reasonable chance of success in overturning 
the decision”. 


Gravesham Borough Council set aside 
£150,000 for a potential judicial review in 
its budget and is also understood to be seek¬ 
ing legal advice, however it too has spoken 
before of a hesitation to pursue any legal bat¬ 
tle, with the resulting spending of public 
money on legal fees, if there is no realistic 
chance of being successful. 

Gravesham MP Adam Holloway says he 
will continue to fight the decision and told 
KoS earlier this month he was prepared to 
lose his seat if necessary such was his oppo¬ 


sition to the plan. 

The Lower Thames Crossing is expected 
to cost some £6 billion and will link the A2 
near Shorne with a new access route to a 
tunnel under the Thames which will then 
eventually link to the M2 5 near North 
Ockendon in Essex. 

Last week KoS revealed there was an 
ambitious plan to build a tram route along¬ 
side the crossing in order to further ease 
congestion. Those behind the scheme are 
now seeking £500m to fund the project.

Two 18-year-olds 
and one 19-year-old, all from the local area, 
appeared before magistrates.

WORKERS at Southern Rail are set to take their 
32nd day of strike action in the year-long dispute 
over driver-only trains on Tuesday, May 30. 

Guards and drivers who are members of the 
RMT union will stage a 24-hour walkout. 

Southern operates services between Tonbridge 
and Redhill and Ashford to Eastbourne, in 
addition to services across Sussex and Surrey.

Olympian, reverend and 
social services expert dies 


TRIBUTES have been paid this 
week to the reverend Nicolas 
Stacey - a former Olympian, 
naval officer, journalist and 
social services pioneer. 

Perhaps most famous for holding 
up his friend, the athlete Roger 
Bannister as he collapsed after 
crossing the line in his record- 
breaking first sub-four minute mile 
in 1954, he passed away aged 89 
after suffering a chest infection. He 
had lived in Selling, near Faver- 
sham, for the past 30 years. 

He moved to Kent in 1974 
after a naval career which had 
seen him selected for his 
running ability in the 1952 
Olympic Games in Helsinki 
where he proclaimed himself 
the “fastest white man in the 
world”. At the time he was also 
studying to become a priest. 

He also enjoyed a career as a 


journalist writing for the likes 
of The Observer. 

After a spell as deputy 
director of Oxfam, he became 
director of social services in 
Ealing before taking over the 
role at Kent County Council. 

He returned to the Church as 
chaplain to 200 sex offenders in 
Maidstone Prison, before serving 
time as parson in Selling. 

Speaking to KoS four years 
ago, he said of his athletics 
career: “I trained for the 
Olympics at the same time as 
training to be a priest. I was at 
the theological college, where 
we lived a rather monk-like life. 
We weren’t allowed to speak 
after 9 pm until the next 
morning. I would be doing that 
and the next weekend I was 
racing in Paris with 100,000 
people cheering me on.”

A BIOLOGY teacher from Chatham and 
Clarendon Grammar School in Ramsgate 
has been honoured by Oxford University in 
its annual Inspirational Teachers Award. 

She was one of 10 state school teachers to 
be honoured in such as way after being 
nominated by Oxford student Jamie Fowler.

A CONSERVATIVE parlia¬ 
mentary candidate has 
slammed “scum” who 
scrawled obscenities on 
his campaign posters. 
Gordon Henderson, who is looking 
to defend his seat in Sittingbourne 
and Sheppey in the general election 
next month, took to social media to 
hit out at the vandals who defaced the 
material last weekend. 

In a 400-word rant on Facebook, 
Mr Henderson said he was more con¬ 
cerned with the distress the graffiti 
was having on young children in the 
area than himself, suggesting he had 
faced harsher abuse while growing 
up on a Chatham council estate. 

The Tory, who coasted to victory in 
Swale in 2015 with almost 50 per 
cent of the vote, said he would be 
putting up new posters throughout 
the area over the coming week. 

He wrote: “Although it is unlikely 
the person [responsible] will be read¬ 
ing this post, since he, or she, appears 
only to be able to think in words of 
four letters or shorter, I would like to 
make the following points. 

“Whoever you are you probably 
think you were being clever abusing 
me in the way you did, however, you 
simply demonstrated that you are an 


imbecile and you do not understand 
the concept of democracy, which at¬ 
tributes are probably interconnected. 

“You probably thought you would 
upset me calling me a ‘see you next 
Tuesday’, but you are wrong. 

“I grew up on one of the toughest 
council estates in Chatham and 
have been called far worst names. 
In fact somebody once called me a 


socialist. Shock horror!” 

Mr Henderson said the vandals had 
caused “distress and upset to perfect¬ 
ly innocent people” and revealed he 
had received a number of emails from 
constituents who saw the posters 
while stuck in traffic on the Lower 
Road on Sheppey. 

“You were responsible for that 
distress. I hope you feel proud of 


yourself,” he added. 

“I have no idea which political par¬ 
ty you support, but whichever party it 
is, I am sure its local candidate is 
ashamed they represent scum like 
you and will make public their dis¬ 
gust at your actions by liking this 
post.” 

The general election takes place on 
June 8.

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Chorus of criticism grows over 
‘archaic’ election deposit system 

More than £50,000 was sent to the Treasury following the last two general elections in Kent because 
of under-performing candidates. Is it a fair process and can we expect more in next month’s vote?

G REEN Party chiefs in Kent 
insist not appearing on 
the ballot paper in the 
general election is “a far 
bigger risk” than the 
prospect of losing thousands of 
pounds in a failed attempt to win 
power. 

As political parties last week con¬ 
firmed the candidates they want to 
field in next month’s general election, 
each will have had to pay a £500 de¬ 
posit for the privilege of standing. 

Candidates who win more than five 
per cent of the total number of votes 
in that constituency will have their 
cash returned, as is usually the case 
for political heavyweights such as the 
Conservatives and the Labour Party. 

The smaller parties, however, face 
the prospect of racking up substantial 
financial costs if they fail to generate 
sufficient support when voters take to 
the polls. 

Parliament says the policy, along 
with the requirement to provide sig¬ 
natures of 10 registered electors from 
the constituency, known as subscrib¬ 
ers, is employed “in order to encour¬ 
age only serious candidates to stand”. 

However, polling watchdog the 
Electoral Commission has called for 
the deposit system to be scrapped in 
recent years, describing it as “unrea¬ 
sonable”. 

The destination of those forfeited 
deposits, which across the county tal¬ 


lies up to make tens of thousands of 
pounds, and millions nationwide, is 
not widely known, however. 

Returning officers running elec¬ 
tions at Kent councils send the cash 
to the Treasury and its Consolidated 
Fund which is, essentially, a large 
bank account used for government 
spending. 

Payments from this account must 
be authorised in advance by the 
House of Commons and the govern¬ 
ment presents its ‘requests’ to use this 
money in the form of Consolidated 
Fund Bills. 

Countywide, in the last two elec¬ 
tions, more than £50,000 has been 
sent to the Treasury through forfeit¬ 
ed deposits in the 17 Kent seats, with 
£29,000 racked up in 2010 and a fur¬ 
ther £23,500 five years later. 

The Greens’ bill came to some 
£7,000 in 2015 after failing to scratch 
the surface in 14 constituencies de¬ 
spite fielding a candidate in each 
area. 

And with the polls predicting an 
overwhelming Conservative majority 
this time around, particularly in a 
county as traditionally blue as Kent, 
those figures may grow even more af¬ 
ter the electorate have their say on 
June 8. 

“Yes, we lost quite a few deposits 
last time but we have to continue,” 
the party’s Kent chair, Stuart Jeffery 
told KoS. 

“People want to be able to vote for 
us and not being able to do that is a 
much bigger risk than losing £500. 

“It’s going to be blue across the 


board, and no, we’re not going to win 
any seats, but there’s something 
about the number of votes you get 
and the message it sends to Westmin¬ 
ster. 

“It strengthens the case for propor¬ 
tional representation and bolsters 
our standing as a party.” 

Mr Jeffery also points out that the 
party makes back the majority, if not 
all, of the cash it loses in forfeited de¬ 
posits - a staggering £221,000 na¬ 
tionwide 24 months ago - through 
Short Money. 

This is government funding made 
available to all opposition parties in 
the House of Commons that secured 
either two seats or one seat and more 
than 150,000 votes at the previous 
general election. 

The Greens won more than 1.1 mil¬ 
lion votes last time out and when par¬ 
liament dissolved earlier this month, 
the party had one MP, Caroline Lucas 
in nearby Brighton Pavilion in Sus¬ 
sex. 

Chiefs have successfully orches¬ 
trated a cross-party alliance in recent 
days by convincing the Liberal Demo¬ 
crats not to stand against the party 
leader in three weeks’ time. 

Mr Jeffery has tried to drum up sup¬ 
port for a similar deal in Kent with 
Labour as well as the Lib Dems, but 
these hopes have been emphatically 
dashed by the red and yellow parties, 
who are also contesting all 17 seats in 
the county. 

Responding to the commission’s 
suggestion that a shake-up is needed, 
Mr Jeffery said: “The entire electoral 


system is fundamentally flawed. 

“Perhaps you could increase the 
number of subscribers to 20 or 30 so 
you can demonstrate some backing. 

“The idea of keeping people from 
standing because of an archaic rule is 
fundamentally undemocratic.” 

Ukip may also be in for a sizeable 
loss if this month’s county council 
elections are anything to go by, where 
the party had its representation at 
County Hall completely wiped out, 
just four years after winning an im¬ 
pressive 17 seats, and becoming the 
main opposition to the Conserva¬ 
tives. 

In 2010, purple votes were few and 
far between and some 13 candidates 
saw their £500 fees disappear. 


Interestingly however, in a quite 
remarkable turnaround in 2015, all 
Ukip candidates retained their depos¬ 
its after a soar in interest, with the 
party winning at least five per cent of 
votes in every constituency it contest¬ 
ed. 

But with many believing the party 
is now on a downward trajectory, it 
may revert back to 2010 levels as it 
continues to grapple with its appar¬ 
ent identity crisis. 

We have compiled a list of all the 
parties who lost a deposit at the 2015 
general election. However, it should 
be noted the Greens and Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats contested each of the county’s 
17 seats, while other parties tended 
to stand in only a handful.

Direct train to Gatwick airport 
at heart of county rail demands 


Kent County Council this week made its official response to the controversial consultation on the 
south eastern rail franchise, clearing up its position on a number of the government’s proposals

K ENT rail chiefs are push¬ 
ing the government to in¬ 
clude a link between the 
west of the county and 
Gatwick Airport in the 
next franchise, KoS can reveal. 

At its annual rail summit at County 
Hall this week, Kent County Council 
bosses outlined what they want to get 
out of the deal for train services 
around the county over the next dec¬ 
ade. 

At the heart of its plans, principal 
transport planner for rail, Stephen 
Gasche said, was establishing a regu¬ 
lar service to the Sussex airport - lo¬ 
cated barely 15 miles from some 
towns and villages in the west of the 
county. 

The government is currently con¬ 
sulting on how best to run rail servic¬ 
es in the south east when the current 
franchise, operated by Southeastern, 
comes to an end next year. 

“The idea proposed by the Depart¬ 
ment for Transport was the possibility 
of a future inter-regional service link¬ 
ing together the Reading to Gatwick 
service, which is run by Great West¬ 
ern, with a service that carries on via 
Edenbridge and Tonbridge to Ash¬ 
ford,” Mr Gasche told KoS. 

“So you would actually have an in¬ 
ter-regional service going from Ash¬ 
ford to Reading going via Gatwick 
and that would knit together the dif¬ 


ferent parts of the south east region 
outside London with each other and 
with Gatwick. 

“If that were possible either in this 
franchise or beyond it, that’s some¬ 
thing we’d strongly support. 

“We had consultants prepare a 
business case a few years ago to look 
at a service from Ashford to Gatwick, 
but unfortunately it didn’t stack up for 
a positive business case which the De¬ 
partment for Transport has to have to 
consider any new rail service. 

“We think this new proposal is one 
that’s well worth looking at, with the 
way demand is growing for regional 
rail transport. 

“Great Western have been very suc¬ 
cessful in developing the Reading, 
Guildford and Gatwick line, so much 
so that they’re now operating two 
trains an hour. 

“We want to build on that and see if 
we can work with them and have 
something that runs across to Kent 
because we really need a rail link 
from Ashford, Tonbridge and Eden¬ 
bridge to the airport.” 

Mr Gasche also dismissed any sug¬ 
gestions of a rift with London mayor 
Sadiq Khan over metro routes in the 
north of the county. 

The government’s transport secre¬ 
tary Chris Grayling came under fire 
last year for rejecting Mr Khan’s pro¬ 
posals for Transport for London to 
take control of certain services cur¬ 
rently operated by Southeastern. 

Conservative Mr Grayling was ac¬ 
cused of putting politics ahead of pas¬ 


sengers after a leaked letter showed 
he opposed the devolution of subur¬ 
ban rail services in the London and 
north Kent area to keep the network 
“out of the clutches” of a Labour may¬ 
or. 

Mr Gasche this week suggested TfL 
could have pumped more cash into 
rolling stock, but would not necessar¬ 
ily have improved services. 

His comments back up those of Mr 
Grayling, who has denied any politici¬ 
sation, insisting Mr Khan’s business 
plan fell short - a claim the mayor de¬ 
nies, saying his case sets out “sub¬ 
stantial benefits” for passengers in the 
region. 

Indeed, earlier this year, Charlie El- 
phicke, who was the Conservative MP 
for Dover and Deal at the time, told the 
House of Commons he thought Lon¬ 
don was acting like “a Hunger Games- 
style capital seeking to subjugate 
Kent”. 

The Tory-controlled KCC, however, 
has publicly supported the mayor’s 
plans and admitted disappointment 
when Mr Grayling ruled out such a 
move last autumn. 

Quizzed on whether reliability of 
metro services in north Kent would 
have improved with TfL in control, Mr 
Gasche said: “It’s difficult to say; that 
all depends on the relationship be¬ 
tween Transport for London and Net¬ 
work Rail. 

“If TfL had been offered the fran¬ 
chise they would have been able to ac¬ 
cess a lot more capital investment for 
new trains, for example, but the serv¬ 


ice level, at least for the initial years, 
would have been the same. 

“But we are where we are, and 
we’re operating with a network that 
gives us high speed, mainline and 
metro services, and we need to make 
sure it’s right in all those parts. 

“I think there’s a difficult relation¬ 
ship between the mayor’s office and 
the DfT but there isn’t any problem at 
all between the mayor or TfL and 
KCC, we work closely with TfL officers 
anyway on all sorts of things.” 

Managing director of Southeast¬ 
ern, David Statham, said the firm had 
made significant improvements to its 
services in recent months, with 94 
per cent of trains arriving within five 
minutes, and 72 per cent arriving on 
time. 

Meanwhile, the council also this 
week called on the government to 
“commit” to the future of train serv¬ 
ices to smaller stations in light of fears 
over suggestions to shake-up services 
between Ashford and Tonbridge. 

The DfT caused a stir in its consul¬ 
tation by suggesting some trains on 
that line would no longer stop at sta¬ 
tions like Pluckley, Headcorn, Staple- 
hurst, Marden, and Paddock Wood, in 
a bid to speed up journey times. 

Campaigners at Save Kent Trains 
have previously warned such plans 
would be “disastrous” for local com¬ 
munities and could potentially lead to 
the closure of the stations altogether. 

A petition against the proposals 
was launched and received more than 
10,000 signatures before being closed 


earlier this month as parliament dis¬ 
solved ahead of the general election. 

The document was backed by par¬ 
liamentary candidates from a range 
of parties as well as the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England. 

In its official response to the consul¬ 
tation, KCC said: “The Ashford to Lon¬ 
don via Tonbridge service would need 
to retain its current stopping pattern 
to reflect the growth in demand at in¬ 
termediate stations on this route. 

“There is considerable housing de¬ 
velopment underway or planned at 
Paddock Wood, Marden, Staplehurst, 
Headcorn and Pluckley, which will re¬ 
quire the continuation of the present 
service levels in both peak and off- 
peak periods. 

“Therefore the new franchise 
should commit to these service levels 
without any change in either the fre¬ 
quency or the stopping pattern on this 
section of route. 

“As Ashford and most east Kent sta¬ 
tions already have a high speed serv¬ 
ice, there is in any event less impera¬ 
tive to speed up this mainline route.” 

Transport secretary Chris Grayling 
has had to defend the controversial 
consultation on a number of occa¬ 
sions, insisting the proposals are 
merely suggestions and that the gov¬ 
ernment will listen closely to all feed¬ 
back provided. 

Mr Gasche attempted to allay fears 
by telling members at the summit: 
“There are absolutely no plans by the 
DfT or KCC for any reduction in serv¬ 
ices.”

£ g W s 
hope for the 
best after frosts 


Cold spell last month hit our most famous crop, 
but full extent will not be known until harvest

A PPLE farmers in the county are 
collectively keeping their fingers 
crossed in the hope April’s sharp 
frosts have not played havoc with 
Kent’s most famous crop. 

Some farmers around the UK are predicting 
a plunge of 70 per cent for popular varieties 
such as gala, Braeburn and red Windsor as a 
result of the cold snap damaging buds at a cru¬ 
cial stage of their growth. 

Kent, however, is not expecting anything 
quite so drastic. 

Harvesting here will start at the end of June 
and the National Farmers’ Union says it is hop¬ 
ing weather conducive for good growth be¬ 
tween now and then will ensure trees recover. 

A leading expert of fruit farming is Nigel 
Jenner, an agronomist for the British Growers 
Association. 

He also works at the family’s Great Sheep- 
hurst Farm, at Marden, where 120 acres of the 
150 acre total is dedicated to apples and pears. 

Mr Jenner told us: “It really is a mixed bag 
for Kent farmers. There are some who have 
been hit really hard by this air frost, which is 
worse than a ground frost. 

“Those that have suffered are mainly on the 
coast where the sea air usually keeps tempera¬ 
tures a little more even. But the air was so cold 
that it was not able to maintain a decent tem¬ 
perature and the air frosts took their toll. 

“But in other areas, it has been a bit of a 
blessing. This is because this year we were 
looking at over-stocked trees. 

“Normally, we want to see about 120 apples 
per tree, but in some places it was looking 
more like 600 to 800 which is far too much. 
This would have had the effect of a poor 
growth for the apples and will stop them col¬ 
ouring. That means they can’t be sold on. 
“When that happens, farmers can use man¬ 


ual labour to thin out the flowers on the trees 
to get the correct ratio between leaf and flower. 
This is really expensive, so the air frosts have 
thinned out the trees naturally, so for some, 
the frosts have done a good job. 

“It is not accurate though, so it will be a few 
weeks yet before we get the final picture of 
what this year’s harvest is going to look like.” 

Robert Hinge runs 2,000 acres on Sheppey 
and Upchurch of arable and fruit, and he told 
us: “It has been a bit odd and really the luck of 
the draw when it comes to geographic posi¬ 
tion. 

“During the frosts, the cloud came in from 
the north west, so anything west of, say, Swale 
did OK, and everything beyond that had some 
troubles. 

“We have four farms, one of which has been 
hit very badly in the Faversham area. The 
damage levels have been patchy.” 

He added: “I belong to one or two industry 
bodies and marketing organisations and from 
a recent meeting, the general consensus on 
how the county has coped is that we don’t yet 
know, and won’t know for a few weeks yet. 

“No one has been very badly hit - it would be 
awful if someone lost their entire crop. It is 
also down to which variety you look at. 

“Coxes have been much worse than gala. It 
is all depending on which stage the blossoms 
were at when the frosts hit. Anything that 
flowers late is probably not so bad, but any¬ 
thing that flowers early, like the Braeburn, 
will have done much worse.” 

Last month we reported how the frosts had 
played havoc with the county’s vineyards. 

Meanwhile, the particularly dry weather is 
also causing problems for arable and livestock 
farmers. It has been the driest winter in two 
decades. 

That has forced growers in the Stour Marsh 
and Romney areas to start irrigating their 
crops six weeks earlier than usual, while a 
shortage of grass could push up animal feed 
costs. 
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E-cigarettes usher 
in major changes

SMOKERS of e-cigarettes are seeing a 
host of new rules and regulations come 
into force this weekend, introduced in 
a bid to tighten up the safety of increas¬ 
ing popular vaping. 

A list of seven laws came into force 
this Saturday - among them restric¬ 
tions on the size of liquid bottles, the 
size of tanks and a cap on the level of 
nicotine. 

And while most retailers and health 
professionals are in agreement that the 
regulations are sensible steps, some 
say users may be put off using the de¬ 
vices as a result. 

The electronic cigarettes have been 
one of the success stories in recent 
years, providing an alternative to ciga¬ 
rettes which has won the support of 
health authorities who believe they 
play a vital role in luring smokers off 
their expensive and dangerous habit. 

Powered by battery, users burn a fla¬ 
voured liquid and inhale water vapour 
laced with nicotine. While expected to 
be far safer than convention cigarettes, 
the impact on health of long-term use 
has not yet been able to be studied. 

Now the government’s Medicines 
and Healthcare Products Regulatory 


Agency has issued the new rules, in¬ 
cluding one that requires products to 
be cleared by them before being sold. 
Dan Marchant runs online retailer 
Vape Club. He said: “I don’t believe any 
retailer doesn’t welcome the standards 
which regard ingredients used, emis¬ 
sions testing and product safety. 

“However restrictions on bottle siz¬ 
es, tank capacity and e-liquid strength 
have caused a lot of unnecessary head¬ 
aches. 

“None of these measures provide 
any additional level of safety, efficacy 
or convenience - they are arbitrary 
rules, with no real world benefit, and 
simply make it less convenient for a 
smoker to make the switch.” 

Sam Knights, supervisor at Mad 
Cow Vaping in Rainham, said he is try¬ 
ing to look at the positive side of all the 
rules, including the reduction in bottle 
size. 

He told us: “The reduction in bottle 
size from 30ml to 10ml will give cus¬ 
tomers more variety. 

“That said, a lot of people are finding 
it hard to transition to the smaller bot¬ 
tle. 

“It is a positive spin, but you have to 
look at the positives when new laws are 
brought in giving us no alternatives. I 
am not so sure the laws were neces¬ 
sary, but now they are here, we have to 


live with them. I can see the idea be¬ 
hind them, trying to make it all safer.” 

TJ’s Cigarettes has stores across 
Kent, but Ross Steel at Margate, re¬ 
vealed some producers have already 
found a loophole. 

He told us: “The limit on tank sizes 
means they need refilling more often 
which is an inconvenience for no ben¬ 
efit. 

“The bottle size is another inconven¬ 
ience. The bigger bottles will now be 
sold with a nicotine shot sold separate¬ 
ly. You can’t sell a bottle of liquid that 
contains nicotine that is more than 
10ml. 

“So, if you want a bigger bottle, it 
will have to be one with zero milli¬ 
grams and add a nicotine shot to it. 
Companies are getting around this 
law. It is a loophole, but I don’t know if 
it is going to be closed.” 

As for the rest of the rules, he said: “I 
totally agree with tamper-proofing 
bottles and restricting what goes into 
the liquids.” 

A spokesman for Kent County Coun¬ 
cil, which looks after public health 
matters, said: “We support the use of 
e-cigarettes alongside other measures 
to give up smoking. Our commissioned 
service providers in Kent already sup¬ 
port people who want to use e-ciga¬ 
rettes.”

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Blow as planners reject 150 homes

PLANS for more than 150 homes and 
a new maritime facility in Greenhithe 
have been rejected by Dartford coun¬ 
cillors, despite being earmarked for 
approval. 

Dartford councillors met on Thurs¬ 
day night to discuss the plans from 
house-builders Crest Nicholson to 
build a 16-storey tower block along¬ 
side 20 houses, known as The Pier de¬ 
velopment, which hoped to bring 151 
homes to Ingress Park. 

Council officers had recommended 


the plans were approved, after devel¬ 
opers pledged to bring a shop and a 
maritime facility, which was also 
hoped to be used by the Sea Scouts, the 
area. 

There was mixed opinion from resi¬ 
dents before the meeting, with praise 
for the new facility and an “opportu¬ 
nity to get first time buyers on the lad¬ 
der”, but fears had been raised over 
parking provision and that a 16-sto- 
rey tower block could be an eyesore. 

Councillor Derek Hunniset chaired 
the council’s development control 
board meeting. 

He said: “There were a number of 


things in the application councillors 
were concerned about. 

“Traffic management including a 
lack of parking was highlighted, as 
well as losing local amenities such as 
the open spaces in the area. 

“The development would also have 
meant losing a Thames footpath so 
that it would have to be diverted back 
inland around the development, coun¬ 
cillors did not see this as acceptable, as 
we want to keep our riverfronts open. 

“If the applicant were to come back 
with an amended application, we 
would obviously take a look at the pro¬ 
posal again.”

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30,000 jobs and plan to beat 
Stack in report on Manston 

RiverOak Strategic Partners published more projections this week in its bid to 
re-open the airport, but the site owners claim the report has “exposed” them

R E-OPENING Manston 
Airport will offer a solu¬ 
tion to fears of Operation 
Stack rearing its head 
post-Brexit and would 
create 30,000 jobs over the next two 
decades, a report has claimed. 

RiverOak Strategic Partners (RSP) 
announced last month it is launching 
a public consultation into its plans to 
obtain a compulsory purchase order 
for the site through a development 
consent order (DCO), shortly after the 
general election in June. 

Ahead of that consultation, it has 
published its final report in a four vol¬ 
ume set, considering the socio-eco¬ 
nomic impact of re-opening the air¬ 
port, which closed in 2014. 

The site is currently owned by boss¬ 
es behind the Stone Hill Park project 
- which aims to deliver 2,500 homes 
and leisure facilities, while insisting 
the area’s history and heritage will be 
respected and maintained - and have 
recently claimed work on their own 


plans could begin as early as this 
year. 

RSP says the report it commis¬ 
sioned, prepared by aviation academ¬ 
ic Dr Sally Dixon of Azimuth Associ¬ 
ates, includes business modelling, 
interviews with airlines, freight for¬ 
warders and integrators. 

It also suggests pent-up demand for 
air freight is currently costing the UK 
economy more than £2 billion in lost 
income. 

It comes just over six months after 
a Thanet District Council-commis¬ 
sioned report by Avia Solutions con¬ 
cluded that aviation operations on 
the site were very unlikely to be fi¬ 
nancially viable. 

While council leader Chris Wells 
has stood by that report, it was large¬ 
ly dismissed by campaigners fighting 
to re-open the airport. 

RSP chiefs claim more than 4,200 
people would be employed directly at 
the airport site within 20 years of op¬ 
eration, with a further 26,000 jobs 
created in the wider economy. 

It is said employment at the airport 
would be a mix of role types, with 
posts made available in freight serv¬ 


ices, passenger services, rescue and 
fire fighting services, airport opera¬ 
tions, maintenance, site and freight 
security, administration and air traf¬ 
fic services. 

Director George Yerrall said: “From 
the date that the airport reopens, al¬ 
most 6,000 jobs would be created - 
around 850 jobs on the airport site 
itself and a further 5,000 indirect 
and catalytic jobs in the wider econo¬ 
my, in associated industries or busi¬ 
nesses. 

“The positive economic impact 
grows each year along with the air¬ 
port. 

“We have forecast up until the 
20th year of operation, by which time 
30,000 people in Thanet and east 
Kent would be able to trace their job 
to the revival of the airport. 

“We have a real opportunity to tap 
into a proven demand for air freight 
that other south east airports simply 
can’t meet. 

“The £2bn lost to the UK economy 
each year is set to almost double by 
2050, even with an additional run¬ 
way at Heathrow. 

“Manston Airport is ideally placed 


to help recapture this traffic, which is 
being displaced to northern Europe. 

“In meeting this demand, we cre¬ 
ate huge employment potential for 
Thanet and provide a powerful eco¬ 
nomic boost for the nation. 

“We are in the process of discuss¬ 
ing with local colleges and businesses 
how best to maximise career and sup¬ 
ply chain opportunities in Manston.” 

Dr Dixon is an academic attached 
to Cranfield University and is de¬ 
scribed as a specialist in stakeholder 
involvement with major airport in¬ 
frastructure, lecturing on stakehold¬ 
er influences on airport master plan¬ 
ning to Cranfield MSc students. 

She holds a PhD from Cranfield and 
an MBA from the University of Kent 
and is a member of the Royal Aero¬ 
nautical Society. 

“Thanet District Council’s econom¬ 
ic development plan is ambitious,” 
she said. 

“The council is starting from a 
challenging situation, given that lo¬ 
cal employment, productivity and 
wages are generally lower than in 
other parts of Kent. 

“My research evidences that a vi¬ 



brant air freight hub at Manston will 
be vitally important in stimulating 
thousands of high quality jobs at the 
airport and in the local area, helping 
the council to deliver an economic 
output that puts Thanet on a par with 
the rest of Kent.” 

Freight bosses last week called on 
Theresa May to hold crunch talks 
with newly-elected French president 
Emmanuel Macron over fears he

could tear up the agreement on cross- 
Channel border controls. 

The prospect of a changing rela¬ 
tionship with France, as well as the 
need for Britain to negotiate free 
trade agreements with the European 
Union after Brexit, has sparked con¬ 
cern that there could be delays on a 
regular basis at Kent’s ports, which 


could in turn lead to a return of Op¬ 
eration Stack, which blighted the 
county in the summer of 2015. 

The RSP report nods to the possibil¬ 
ity that higher tariffs and non-tariff 
barriers will affect trade and increase 
the time taken to cross borders and 
suggests re-opening the airport could 
offer a solution. 


“This will particularly affect the 
Channel crossings where increased 
security checks and ensuring tariffs 
are paid where necessary may cause 
congestion and delays,” it says. 

“Operation Stack has demonstrat¬ 
ed the impact on the surrounding 
area and has caused considerable 
problems for transporters of 


perishable goods. 

“Businesses may decide to switch 
from trucking to air freight and Man¬ 
ston Airport would provide the much 
needed capacity in the south east.” 

RSP is not the only party working 
to re-open the airport, however, as an 
unnamed US investor was revealed to 
be in contact with the council earlier 


this month, and pensions fund inves¬ 
tor Edi Truell is also understood to 
still be at the negotiating table. 

While RiverOak has previously 
moved to quash “myths” suggesting 
it would introduce a significant 
number of night flights, Stone Hill 
Park bosses said in response the firm 
had been “exposed” in its own report, 
claiming there would be an average 
of some 85 flights every 24 hours, 
taking into account suggested 
growth in both freight and passen¬ 
gers services. 

“What this report does, in devas¬ 
tating terms, is expose the claims that 
RSP’s plans would not require night 
flights,” said spokesperson Ray Mal- 
lon. 

“This blows a hole in the assuranc¬ 
es given by [Tory candidate] Sir Roger 
Gale and others that there would be 
no need for any flights during anti¬ 
social hours. 

“It would devastate the quality of 
life for local residents in terms of noise 
and air pollution. 

“I also note that the matter of HGV 
movements, which would be gener¬ 
ated by a busy cargo airport, hasn’t 
even been mentioned by RSP - their 
silence speaks volumes. 

“Other consultants have produced 
forecasts that make clear an airport is 
not viable and that is also the real 
world experience of operators on this 
site. 

“RSP rely on speculation and con¬ 
jecture to arrive at these figures, the 
people behind SHP rely on a proven 
track record of turning round failing 
sites and delivering real homes and 
real jobs.” 

Cllr Wells was also contacted for 
comment but failed to return our 
calls before we went to press.

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Cathedral pilgrims see the 
divide at heart of Holy Land 

From walking in the footsteps of Christ 
to the reality of Israel-Palestine dispute

G UNS, conflict and hard¬ 
ship sat alongside beauty, 
spirituality and discovery 
after more than 30 pil¬ 
grims from Canterbury 
Cathedral headed off for a 10-day tour 
of the Holy Lands of the Middle East. 

The group of 34 took in such sights 
as the place of Jesus Christ’s birth and 
burial, as well as soaking up the quite 
remarkable atmosphere of the likes of 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem; an envi¬ 
ronment where religious significance 
mingles with today’s on-going battles 
between Israel and Palestine. 

The Revd Canon Nicholas Papa- 
dopulos, from Canterbury Cathedral, 
said the group was amazed at just 
how busy the key areas were with 
tourists. 

He told us: “The holy sites of the 
Holy Land are almost always crowd¬ 
ed, and bustling with pilgrims from 
every corner of the globe. 

“Tour guides try to keep their 
groups together; chancers try to sell 


postcards or embroidery; attendants 
call for quiet. 

“Yet the rhythm of worship keeps 
going. Our visit to the tomb in which 
Christ was laid was disturbed by the 
processions and prayers of at least 
three different Christian denomina¬ 
tions. 

“And in the midst of all the hubbub 
it’s impossible not to be moved by the 
reality that for generation after gen¬ 
eration countless faithful people have 
offered countless prayers in these 
places, places that are so intimately 
linked with the Bible stories that 
many of us have known since child¬ 
hood. Nazareth; Bethlehem; Jerusa¬ 
lem: these place-names, all so famil¬ 
iar, now mean something real.” 

The trip saw the group spend three 
days by the Sea of Galilee and six days 
in Bethlehem. 

Key sights visited included the 
birthplace of Christ at the Church of 
the Nativity in Bethlehem, and the 
site of his crucifixion and resurrec¬ 
tion at the Church of the Holy Sepul¬ 
chre in Jerusalem. 

In temperatures of more than 40 
degrees centigrade they also ven¬ 


tured into the desert to Qumran and 
took to the salty waters of the Dead 
Sea. 

Pilgrim Rev Lizzie Hopthrow add¬ 
ed: “It was an amazing experience to 
follow ‘in the footsteps’ of Jesus - 
standing in the places where Jesus 
healed and taught brought the Bible 
stories really alive for us both, and 
the peace that we discovered in many 
places we brought home with us in 
our hearts. 

“Water seemed to follow us every¬ 
where. As well as the Sea of Galilee, 
we went to Jacob’s well, dipped our 
feet in the River Jordan and bathed in 
the Dead Sea. Yet it was incongruous 


to discover that the healing and har¬ 
mony that Jesus brought to so many 
people when he walked in the Holy 
Land is not the experience of much of 
the population today. 

“Although we found the division 
and separation between faith groups 
shocking and distressing we were in¬ 
spired by places such as the 
Tent of Nations where a family of 
farmers, threatened by eviction 
from their farm, respond by refusing 
‘to be enemies’ and by non-violent 
resistance. We met people who, 
though oppressed, live the peaceful 
way that Jesus taught and we will 
never forget their smiles and hopeful 




attitude to their problems.” 

The pilgrimage also coincided with 
a pastoral visit made by the Archbish¬ 
op of Canterbury to the Holy Land. 

This meant that there were famil¬ 
iar faces in the congregation at St 
George’s Anglican Cathedral in Jeru¬ 
salem when Archbishop Justin Welby 
preached there earlier this month. 

For many, however, the trip 
brought into sharp focus the tensions 
in this long-troubled region. 

One of the pilgrims, Valerie Ains- 
cough, told us: “I deliberately hadn’t 
thought too much about the visit in 
advance as I wanted to go to Israel 
with an open mind.

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“The highlights of the journey 
were the spectacular scenery, the 
calm and peace of Galilee, the bare 
hills of the desert and the arid heat of 
the Dead Sea area which hit 45 de¬ 
grees. 

“Jerusalem was an assault on the 
senses, hardly changed in character I 
imagine since Biblical times; a mass 
of different races, religions. I hadn’t 
expected so many Asian tourists but 
there were many from India, Korea 
and the Philippines. 

“The sad part of course was the di¬ 
vision between people highlighted by 
walls and checkpoints. 

“All Israeli soldiers carry guns and 


we heard gunfire one night from our 
hotel room. I felt the ancient way of 
life and culture of the Palestinians 
was being eroded away as the illegal 
settlements creep ever closer.” 

Canon Nick added: “The divided 
and unsettled nature of the land is 
never far away: the vast majority of 
the Palestinian territories remain un¬ 
der occupation. Teenage soldiers car¬ 
ry guns on the streets of Jerusalem. 

“Getting to our hotel in Bethlehem 
meant navigating the checkpoints in 
the separation wall which now encir¬ 
cles the ‘little town’ of the carol. 

“Wherever we could we listened to 
local people and heard stories of dislo¬ 


cation and loss: villages destroyed, 
land lost, families parted. 

“It was often heart-breaking, and it 
sometimes felt as though 2,000 years 
after the coming of the Prince of 
Peace he was still being crucified in 
the daily suffering of the men, women 
and children of the land where he 
once walked.” 

The visit also took in a visit to see 
spectacular dancing from the young 
people of the Alrowwad cultural 
project in the Aida Refugee Camp, 
Bethlehem, which is still home to 
more than 3,000 Palestinians. 

“Alongside the incredible experi¬ 
ence of walking in the footsteps of Je¬

sus,” adds Cannon Nick, “we heard 
heart-breaking stories from the on¬ 
going occupation of the Palestinian 
territories, and inspiring stories from 
those who are committed to creative, 


non-violent resistance to it. We have 
come home immeasurably enriched, 
and ever more determined to pray for 
the peace of Jerusalem - and all its 
people.”

Chelsea set to bloom into life 
as our stars look set to dazzle 

It’s the most prestigious horticultural 
event and it gets under way tomorrow

G REEN-fingered experts 
will be hoping to dazzle 
the judges and thousands 
of visitors when the Chel¬ 
sea Flower Show blooms 
into life this week. 

The annual horticultural showcase 
takes place from Monday through to 
Saturday in London. 

And among the many hoping to 
impress will be representatives from 
the county with their eyes fixed on 
winning a prestigious gold medal or 
silver gilt. 

Garden designer, Fiona Cadwallad- 
er, from Canterbury, is one of those 
who will be spending this weekend 
fine-tuning her creation ahead of 
Monday’s star-studded opening day 
which normally attracts a host of ce¬ 
lebrities and royalty. 

Ms Cadwallader is taking part in 
the artisan gardens section and has 
taken inspiration from Samuel Taylor 
Coleridge’s 1797 romantic poem This 
Lime Tree Bower My Prison to create 


her Poetry Lover’s Garden. 

She said: “This is the first show gar¬ 
den I’ve created, and so I wanted to 
create a garden that is personal to 
me, and one that I’d like to sit in. I also 
wanted to make sure I created some¬ 
thing that let me show off my creativ¬ 
ity while incorporating my interests. 

“The Poetry Lover’s Garden is what 
I’d call a tranquil retreat in which to 
sit outside in the late afternoon sun¬ 
shine reading poetry to the sound of 
water. I’ve used both modern and tra¬ 
ditional materials to create a struc¬ 
tured but relaxed setting. 

“References found in This Lime 
Tree Bower My Prison include ivy- 
clad dry-stone walls, a waterfall in 
the form of a stainless-steel water fea¬ 
ture, and beanflowers, while polished 
concrete represents ease, and reflec¬ 
tion. The gates I’ve used, I hope, will 
offer a hint of escape into a less- 
seculded world.” 

It’s certainly no easy task to get 
into the show itself with organisers 
the Royal Horticultural Society de¬ 
manded all entrants undergo a strict 
judging criteria before the select few 
are chosen. That includes submitting 


a portfolio of ideas and previously 
created garden designs to a panel 
who make the final decision. 

Adds Ms Cadwaller: “I’m really ex¬ 
cited that the first time I’ve applied to 
create a garden at Chelsea, my appli¬ 
cation has been accepted. 

“Creating the show garden has re¬ 
ally come together in the last seven or 
eight months, as I was chosen to de¬ 
sign one just before Christmas. It has 
taken quite a long time, really, but I 
do have fantastic builders from Land- 
form Consultants to put it together 
for me. 

“I’ve been to the show as a visitor 
for years now, so I suppose my love for 


it is what has encouraged me to take 
part this year. 

“But I honestly don’t think you’d be 
able to create a garden for Chelsea if 
you weren’t already a garden design¬ 
er. It takes so much time, and though 
definitely worth it, it is stressful. I am 
nervous, but I know I’ll get an adren¬ 
aline rush when I’m there and then 
the excitement will properly kick in. It 
would be really great if I went home 
with an award.” 

The ultimate reward is a sought- 
after gold medal followed by silver 
gilt, silver and then bronze. For the 
best of the best, the biggest accolade is 
being crowned best in show. 




Hoping to raise money and aware¬ 
ness will be hospice Ellenor which 
has its main site in Gravesend and op¬ 
erates across the county and into 
south east London. 

It will be working alongside 
Chilstone, makers of handcrafted ar¬ 
chitectural stone and garden orna¬ 
ments in Tunbridge Wells, and gar¬ 
den designer Ali Dempster.

T ELL Samantha Womack 
that she looks like death 
warmed up and these 
days, she’ll take it as a 
compliment - it means 
she’s got her make-up right. 

Because if meeting a watery 
demise earlier this year in EastEnd- 
ers wasn’t enough, Samantha’s 
latest project also sees her dabbling 
with death as she tours in the 
British premiere of the Broadway 
hit musical The Addams Family, 
playing Morticia Addams, the 
monster mum of a family of ghouls.

“We’re really lucky,” says 
Samantha. “It’s a show with a 
credibility that is really exciting. 
The cast is phenomenal - musical 
theatre royalty -including Les 
Dennis. Les has starred in loads of 
musicals, including Spamalot, but 
he is also a really knowledgeable 
comedy buff. He is going to be great 
as Uncle Fester.” 

And she cannot wait to return to 
our cathedral city. 

She explains; “I was there last 
year and the kids were with me. We 
absolutely loved it and spent a lovely 
day exploring Canterbury Cathe¬ 
dral. My daughter was really taken 
with Canterbury and we are really 
looking forward to going back.”

THE pomp, colour and excitement of 
the historic art of jousting returns to 
Hever Castle this summer. 

Built in the 13th century, the 
picturesque venue will take a step 
back in time to thrill spectators 
with a taste of what life was like 
when the royal courts would stage 
extravagant - and often brutal - 
jousting events. 

The 21st century version at the 
site near Edenbridge will be a more 
sanitised version of events, but no 
less entertaining, with displays of 
actions, stunts, falls and fights in 
an authentic arena. There will even 
be a royal box for regal visitors. 

Taking place throught the 
summer, the events will see 
knights battle it out both in the 
saddle and on foot in one-to-one 
combat, in pursuit of finding this 
season’s ultimate champion. 

Joining the procession from the 
castle’s forecourt will be actors in 
historic dress performing as Henry 
VIII, Anne Boleyn and the knights 
of royal England. 

Hever was childhood home of 
Anne Boleyn who would go on to 
be Henry’s second wife. 


The castle would later pass into 
the ownership of another of his 
wives - Anne of Cleaves. 

So with a rich royal heritage, 
the event will look to provide an 
authentic experience. 

And if the jousting doesn’t float 
your boat, well you can always 
lose yourself in the magnificent 
surrouding gardens - including 
the Italian Garden which saw 800 
men taking two years to dig out a 
3 8-acre lake and which is now 
hitting full maturity. 

Jousting weekends take place on 


July 15-16, 22-23 and 29-30. 
Then, in August, they will run 
on August 12-13, 19-20 and 
25-28. 

Visitors can bring a blanket 
from which to sit and watch the 
action, or from the medieval 
spectator stands, available on a 
first-come, first-served basis at a 
small cost. 

Admission prices for the 
gardens only are £14.20 for 
adults, £12.70 for seniors and £9 
for children. A family ticket costs 
£38.90.

Teen cellist, Thomas Nettle, who sang for royal family, hopes to raise £100 with family concert 


A TEENAGER from Leigh, 
near Sevenoaks, who 
has sung for the royal 
family, the Pope, and 
Barack Obama, and his 
musical family are coming together to 
play in concert with hopes of raising 
money for the National Youth Orches¬ 
tra (NYO). 

Thomas Nettle, 15, a specialist mu¬ 
sician at Wells Cathedral School, has 
been a cellist in the NYO for the last 
year, and now hopes to raise £100 for 
the orchestra, something each mem¬ 
ber is encouraged to do. 

He said: “We’ve played together as 
a family in concert before, and it’s al¬ 
ways been really fun. Last year we 
played the last 15 minutes of a con¬ 
cert together and I presented us to the 


audience, so I thought to raise money 
for the NYO, it would be fun to recre¬ 
ate that for a longer period of time.” 

Thomas, who hopes to turn to aca¬ 
demic music at either Oxford or Cam¬ 
bridge when he leaves school, comes 
from a highly musical background. 

His dad, Terry, plays viola in the or¬ 
chestra of English National Opera, his 
mum, Joanna, plays the flute in the 
Royal Philharmonic Orchestra, and 
his sister, Isabelle, is studying violin 
at the junior department of Guildhall 
School for Music and Drama. 

The National Youth Orchesra has a 
strict criteria when it comes to choos¬ 
ing who can join. 

Musicians have to be aged 
between 13 and 18, and play at 
grade eight, distinction or equivalent

level before applying. 

A spokesperson from NYO said: 
“NYO is a charity, and we need to 
raise £1.5 million every year to fund 
our activities. Our musicians are in a 
unique position to help make this 
possible and it is an important aspect. 
Over the year, there are a number of 
ways we will ask members to be in¬ 
volved in fundraising.” 

During his primary school years, 
Thomas also sang in the choir at 
Westminster Abbey, performing for 
the royal family, the Pope, and former 
American president Barack Obama. 

He said: “It’s actually not that scary 
performing in front of those big 
names, especially seeing as when I 
did it there was 20 other boys up 
there with me. 


“But I have a really nice memory 
from the time I sang for the Pope. In 
the middle of the service, the Sistine 
Chapel Choir’s conductor turned to 
me and started talking to me about 
being in the choir. 

“And also when I met Barack 
Obama, he came round all of us and 
spoke to us indiviually.” 

Tickets for this concert, on June 3 
at St Mary’s Church, Leigh, are £5 per 
adult and can be purchased on the 
night. Children go free with an ac¬ 
companying adult. 

The performance begins at 7pm 
and drinks and snacks are available 
in the interval for a donation.

Promotion sparks 
ambition for Fleet 

Club looking to break into the Football League in five years

EBBSFLEET United are ready to 
compete with some of England’s 
biggest names after securing 
promotion to the top-tier of non¬ 
league football, according to the 
club’s general manager. 

The Fleet finally clinched National 
League status last weekend with a 
2-1 win over Chelmsford City to 
banish the demons of 12 months ago 
when they were cruelly beaten on 
penalties in the play-offs against local 
rivals Maidstone United. 

It means the club will now be just 
one step away from the glitz and 
glamour of the Football League next 


season, and will come up against 
household names like Leyton Orient, 
Tranmere Rovers and Wrexham. 

And with substantial investment 
and development in the surrounding 
area with the Ebbsfleet Garden City 
and proposed London Paramount 
resort, club bosses say promotion has 
come just in time to expand its 
growing supporter base. 

“Hopefully we’ve taken the first 
step,” general manager Dave Archer 
told KoS. 

“It’s a little bit overdue but we got 
there in the end and we look forward 
to welcoming some big names next 
season. 

“I always drive past the garden city 
and there’s something new there 
every day. 

“With 15,000 new homes and such 
good travel links it gives us an 


opportunity to encourage more 
people to come and watch Ebbsfleet.” 

Backed by Kuwaiti businessman Dr 
Abdulla Al-Humaidi - who also has 
his hand in the London Paramount 
project on the Swanscombe Peninsula 
- the club is giving the main stand at 
its Stonebridge Road home a £5m 
facelift. 

Mr Archer said he wanted to see 
the club break into the Football 
League within “five or six years” but 
was not setting specific targets for the 
coming campaign. 

“You hear so many bad stories 
about club owners but he has been 
wonderful and he’s helping us 
generate revenue 365 days a year,” he 
said. 

“If you are attracting young 
professionals you want a nice stadium 
and for them to feel comfortable.” 


Minibikes ready to return to Lydd Kart Circuit 


Motorsport 


LYDD Kart Circuit is set to host a 
round of the British Minibike series 
next weekend. 

The 1,040-metre track, first 
established in 1993, will welcome 
riders for the fourth round of the 
2017 championship, considered 
something of a gateway to other 
forms of motorsport. 

“What we wanted to do was to 
make motorcycle racing as accessible 
as possible,” promotions and 
marketing manager Matt Pierce told 
KoS this week. 

“We’ve got to make sure we 
support the progression of junior 
riders and the way we do that is to 
make it as cheap and easy for them 
as we can.”

A sport that’s growing in popular¬ 
ity, minibikes are both an alternative

“To get a competitive bike costs 
thousands, but here you cut those 
costs in half, and when you’re not 
worrying about the expense as 
much, it makes it more fun,” said 
Pierce.

Attracting a host of riders from 
teenagers to some as old as 60, the 
championship rolls into the Kent 
coast next weekend, with the track 
regarded by bosses as one of the most 
exciting in the country. 

“It’s fantastic - it’s a proper 
weekend away and one everyone 
really looks forward to,” Pierce 
added.
